INFLATION hits everyone and the 
diocese is no exception. It cost the 
diocese $3,802,935 to serve the peo- 
ple’s needs in its four counties in 1972 
— representing $1,196,750 more than 
in the previous year. 

Income went up, too, with the dio- 
cese receiving $3,682,106 last year, or 
$1,438,000 more than in 1971 — not 
enough to meet all obligations. 

But thanks to Stewardship ’72 — 
first such campaign in the diocese — 
the deficit was much lower than in 
1971. It was $120,829, as compared to 
$365,084 the previous year. 

THE ANNUAL diocesan financial 
statement is a special supplement to 
this issue of the Southern Cross. It 
shows that expanded services also 
account for the $1.1 million jump in 
expenditures. 

There were major increases in 
education, $200,000; clergy education 
and support, $200,000; Catholic Com- 
munity Services, $150,000, and inter- 
est’ and indebtedness, $100,000. 
These, with loans to parish building 
programs, $329,399, total nearly $1 
million. 

Stewardship was the largest source 
of income — $1,469,629. Other income 
included the 14 per cent parish as- 
sessments, $1,401,492; gifts, bequests 
and interest on loans, $697,787, and 
custodial funds, $113,198. 


LARGEST ITEM, as usual, is still 
education — _ $1,250,120, which 
includes $685,875 from Stewardship. 
Clergy education and support at 
$608,249 was second largest, which 
received $293,925 from Stewardship 
funds. 

Other major expenses were. 
Catholic Community Services, 
$452,775, including $244,987 from 
Stewardship; interest and indebted- 
ness,» $415,693, and loans for parish 
construction, $329,399. 

Custodial funds ($113,198) are 
receipts held by the diocese for dis- 
bursement and include overseas 
relief, Campaign for Human Develop- 
ment and missions. 

DIOCESAN education funding rep- 
resents a subsidy, not total opera- 
tional costs. High schools received 
$1,049,252, grade schools $24,000, CCD 
and adult education $90,251 and cam- 
pus ministry $86,617.

Pastors get no cost of liv- 
ing annual raise as their 


parish expenses rise and 
income goes down. This is 
particularly felt in the 
inner city parishes where 
there is little new housing.

“THE PRESENT time,”

existence.” 


USD graduates given mandate 


Among the graduates 
were Gerald E. Hermsen, 
who received a master’s 
degree in secondary educa- 
tion, and his two sons, 
Michael Thomas and 
Timothy David Hermsen, 
who received bachelor of 
arts degrees.

Miss Florence, chosen by 
students as speaker, urged 
the graduates to “observe 
hardships, poverty, disease 
and the dissension that is so 
rampant...a wide syndrome 
of hate...a divided 
America.” 


“BE ANGRY,” she said, 
“at these atrocities.” 


Donald Weckstein, who 
completed his first year as 
law school dean, warned 
the Saturday graduates the 
nation is facing another 
over-population problem — 
too many lawyers. 


Either the nation 
developing the 
group of  highly-trained 
revolutionaries this society 
has ever known” or “‘a signi- 
ficant national resource,” 
he said of an abundance of 
lawyers and law school 
graduates.

THE ANSWER to the 
problem, he said, lies in giv- 
ing more legal help to the 
poor, who presently cannot 
afford legal services. He 
called for greater govern- 
ment and private support 
for lawyers for the poor. But 
he maintained young 
lawyers face “a period of 
adjustment and belt tight- 
ening.” 


Law school valedictorian 
Stanley Mann urged the 
graduates “to make the pro- 
fession both respected and 
admired.” 


Law graduates included 
Dr. Lorette Helle and Dr. 
Benny Chien, who are also 
physicians, and Mortimer 
Rosenbaum, 59. Rosen- 
baum, oldest in the class, 
was graduated cum laude. 
A retired aerospace execu- 
tive, he designed = several 
famous WW II aircraft.

In one inner city parish, 
Father Donald Kulleck, 
pastor of Our Lady of 
Angels, San Diego, has seen 
dwindling receipts and ris- 
ing costs in the seven years 
he has. been = spiritual 
leader there. 


“Tve seen the plate col- 
lection on Sunday go down 
from a high of $1,000 which 
we used to hit at least once 
a month, to a high of $700,” 
he says. 


OLA IS bisected by high- 
way 94. To the north the 
parish is predominantly 
white, Anglo and middle 
class. To the south it com- 
prises diverse ethnic, 
racial and cultural groups, 
including whites, 
Mexican-Americans 
Filipinos.

“A good number of our 
people are on welfare,” 
says Father Kulleck. “But 
the bulk of the people I 
know are people down on 
their luck who can’t find 
jobs. They are unemploy- 
able — aging, sick, women 
with children who can’t 
leave the house, women 
being trained in a vocation. 


“We have many more on 
welfare than, say a subur- 
ban parish. We have about 
250 active families regis- 
tered in the parish and in 
terms of people who give in 
the collection plate, our 
people give more on the 
average than those in the 
suburbs. They are generous 
with what they have.” 


FATHER KULLECK runs 
his parish on an annual 
budget of about $51,000 and 
he tries to “make both ends 
meet.” With only $3,500 in 
the bank, there is little for 
emergencies or _ other 
unforeseen bills. 


Sunday plate collections 
add up to about $32,000 a 
year. Other donations for 
specific purposes may 
bring in as much as $4,000. 


New diocesan 
fiscal system 
starts July 1 


THE DIOCESE will go 
over entirely to fiscal year 
accounting from July 1. This 
is a clear break with the 
past and will affect every 
parish and_ . institution 
whose. accounting proce- 
dures are linked to the dio- 
cese. 5 
Until now all diocesan 
operations, with the excep- 
tion of the education 
department, have worked 
on a calendar year for 
accounts purposes, from 
January 1 to December 31. 

The operating statement 
published in the Southern 
Cross reflects figures for 
the 1972 calendar year. 


Special arrangements are 
being made now to swing 
over to July 1 as the new 
fiscal start for 1973-74 and 
budgets are shaped accord- 
ingly. 

The six months already 
passing until June 30 will 
be kept as a separate finan- 
cial operation. 


All parishes will then be 
placed on a_- standard 
uniform procedure under 
set headings of income and 
expenditure. 


This will mean that all 
reports from parishes to the 
diocesan accounting office 
will conform to a set pat- 
tern, and that the books 
kept in rectories will follow 
a set procedure of report- 
ing.

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«| «Parish dilemma -— costs up and income down 


Christmas and Easter col- 
lections account for about 
$1,600 each. Stewardship 
funds were about $5,500 last 
year but will be $3,000 this 
year. — 


Parishioners may be liv- 
ing longer, marrying later 
or having fewer children, 
for voluntary stipends for 
funérals, marriages and 
baptisms are down. Last 
year they were $500 for 
funerals, $200 marriages 
and $300 baptisms. 


THE MONTHLY diocesan 
assessment of 14 per cent is 
based generally on the pre- 
vious year’s income with 
certain exceptions. Last 
year it was $5,800, but 
because of Stewardship 
income it will be about 
$6,800 this year. 


Biggest parish money- 
maker is the annual one- 
day bazaar which brings in 
about $10,000 for parish and 
school. Held on_ school 
grounds, the fiesta includes 
barbecue, food and game 
stalls, ete. 


“Much of our parish plant 
is deteriorating and hard to 
keep up,” says Father Kul- 
leck. “We have one of the 
older churches of the dio- 
cese, built in 1907, two 
years after the parish was 
started. The school dates 
from 1922 and no one knows 
how old the rectory is, but 
it was remodelled in the 
1950s.” 


Father Kulleck sees no 
change for the better finan- 
cially in the parish. “When 
people move out they are 
replaced by people with 


lower incomes or on wel- 
fare. The decline in church 
attendance is pretty 
general but is more marked 
in the downtown area. 


“PRICES GO UP for pas- 
tors, just like anyone else. 
Our fuel oil has more than 
doubled. Lay teachers get 
at least $250 more each year 
on seniority. We buy food, 
too, just like the complain- 
ing housewife. 


“People on fixed incomes 
are the first to feel the 
pinch and the only place 
they can cut down is giving 
to the church. 


“The only break we get is 
not paying property taxes, 
except for a small rental 
property which brings in 
about $800 a year. We are 
debt free since we sold the 


“nearby girls’ high school 


maintained by the parish: 
Proceeds paid up the par- 
ish debt.” 


IT COSTS MORE to oper- 
ate Our Lady of Angels — 
parochial school than the 
parish. Annual budget is 
between $72-75,000. Major 
income comes from tuition, 
$31,800; subsidies from dio- 
cese or parish, $26,000 and 
food sales, $5,000. 


Lay teachers’ salaries 
account for $26,000 annual- 
ly; sisters’ salaries another 
$12,000. How much does the 
pastor get? It was $3,925 last 
year and is $4,000 this year. 
Associate pastors get 
$3,600. 


People still light candles 
in this church, and they 
bring in $1,500 a year — 
with costs about the same.

San Bernardino parish 
looks to future, youth 


SAN BERNARDINO ~— For a parish which began in a 
mortician’s chapel, St. Anthony’s church here is very much 
alive as it celebrates its 25th anniversary June 9-10. 


With an eye to the future, Father Otto Kaiserauer, pastor 
since 1963, said the observances will focus on children and 
youth of the parish with programs designed for them. 


Every Mass on Sunday will be an anniversary Mass 
offered in thanksgiving for all members of the 800-family 
parish which includes many blacks, Mexican-Americans, 


Germans and Italians. 


THEY STILL worship in the same 400-seat white stucco 
church for which ground was broken June 13, 1948 — feast- 


day of St. Anthony of Padua. 


The only exterior major change, says the pastor, has 
been the addition of a bell tower without a bell. The 
interior has undergone some remodeling to conform with 
Vatican Council liturgical changes, such as the altar facing 


the people. 


While the church was being built, he recalls, Masses 
were offered in the chapel of a nearby funeral parlor. On 
May 5, 1949, Father Michael J. Browne, founding pastor, 
offered his first Mass in the new church. Twenty children 
also received First Holy Communion to complete the day’s 


festivities. 


PARISHIONERS had to wait five years before a parish 
hall was completed in 1954. St. Anthony’s parochial school 
was opened in September, 1960 when Father Paul Hatch 
was pastor. It was first staffed by Franciscan sisters, later 


replaced by Sisters of Mercy. 


Since 1970 the parish has maintained a mission chapel 
in Muscoy for Sunday Mass. Father Kaiserauer, who 
directs the parish CCD, reports flourishing programs for 
public school children in the area. :

Let's talk about money 


One thing you often hear a priest say: “I hate to 
talk about money from the pulpit.” I never quite 
understand why, because if there is one cause worth 
asking funds for, it’s to do God’s work. Admittedly 
we used to hear some raw-boned rasping demands 
for greater support in the old days. And they were 
not pretty to experience — from. either side of the 
pulpit. But now priests can rest easy, if they’re trou- 
bled about asking support. There are plenty of 
laymen ready to do so. 


In recent years laymen have been given the oppor- 
tunity to make special apppeals at Mass — whether 
for funds or for other causes — and it seems proper 
somehow, that they should take a greater share of 
the burden of whipping enthusiasm into church giv- 
ing. In any case, laymen can also do it through visits 
to homes, as in Stewardship, or in census calls, and 
the pulpit appeal can be minimized. 


Galloping inflation 

Our parish churches suffer just as much from the 
current inflation as the rest of us. Yet how many 
parishioners have increased their weekly deposit in 
the collection basket? Judging by personal observa- 
tion and what the collection baskets disgorge, 
there are still far too many people who think a nic- 
kel or a quarter is worth something. 


Don’t get me wrong — I am not judging the widow’s 
mite. But the look of some collections indicates

there are an awful lot of widows around. How many 
parishioners whose salaries or wages have 
increased with the years have actually increased 
their giving to their parish or other church needs? 


As I once heard a pastor say, in exasperation, from 
the pulpit: “If all you can put into the collection 
is a quarter, then keep it. Your need is greater than 
ours.” 


When you think that tithing of 10 per cent at a 
low income level of $5000 a year is $10 a week, those 
quarters, and even $1 bills are well below tithe 


(Southern 


level. Even allowing a 5 per cent tithe, they’re still 
low. 


Explaining the finances 


More and more we laymen are being given access 
to financial information hitherto reserved only to 
the officials of the Church, our ordained ministers. 
The annual operating report from the diocese, pub- 
lished on the center pages of this Southern Cross, 
is a feature still comparativly new to most dioceses 
of the United States — and not yet seen in some. 


This year the budgets for the various diocesan 
departments were scrutinized by a budget commit- 
tee set up by Bishop Maher, including four laymen, 
sitting with the priests. They will be making their 
recommendations to the bishop — in fact they 
already have — and their help has been invaluable. 
When I spoke with them last week they said their 
eyes had been opened to the complex task of runn- 
ing a diocese and the lack of training given to priests 
for this pastoral responsibility. 


Of course, with parish councils gradually assum-. 
ing greater responsibility, it is to be hoped that the 
financial experts among lay parishioners will be 
able to offer their time and talents to help pastors 
where necessary. 


The new method of accounting, to be set up for 
the coming financial year throughout the diocese, 
will help to keep parish and diocesan books in line 
with each other. At present, when the bishop makes 
an official visitation to parishes he is faced with a 
multitude of bookkeeping systems and has to try to 
understand them all. In future they will all look 
alike — except for the entries of course. 


Well, well , well 


What can anybody say after the news — following 
denial and rumor — that Philip Berrigan had sec- 
retly married Elizabeth McAlister by “mutual con- 
sent” four years ago? I was'sorry they had to make 
a statement that “celibacy is not the issue, responsi- 
ble freedom is. . .” 


It seems to me that this was anything but “respon- 
sible freedom.” There would appear to be a lack 
of a true faith and vocation, of personal honesty 
which we can only regret. It is a situation which 
brings disrepute upon the Church, whose represen- 
tatives they chose to be, and confusion to those who 
trusted in their integrity. 


Gather aphorisms while you... 


Those of us whose profession it is to hear and 
report speeches find interest in the occasional 
aphorism or other apt phrase. I particularly liked 
something Bishop Maher said at St. Theresa’s in 
Palm Springs a week or so back, at the uetple silver 
jubilee celebration Mass. 


He said that every child has a sense of wonder 
and of the sacred. Then, referring to the lovely ves- 
tibule of that remarkable church, he said, “Wonder 
is the vestibule of adoration of the risen Christ.” 
He also spoke of “the golden threads which hold 
reality together . .

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The root of much good 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 
about . . . finances and tithing, and 
whether materalism has a real place 
in the Church. 


So accustomed are most of us to 
hearing about the evil and insidious 
nature of materialism that our 
immediate reaction is to deny that it 
can in any way prove compatible with 
the Church. 


Yet, looking objectively, it is appar- 
ent that Christianity is, in essence, 
inextricably bound with the most 
materialistic of things. However we 
may emphasize the ‘‘spiritual” aspect 
of our relationship with God, it is 
nevertheless true that we really have 
no contact with him except through 
the material. 


GOD ACTS through the material. 
Our feelings, emotions, reactions, are 
physical effects. Even prayer is a 
physical act of will. God himself found 
it desirable to become flesh — matter 
— in the Incarnation of his son. 


Throughout the Gospel, the teach- 
ing of Christ deals with the correct 
use — the moral use — of material 
things. He made it very clear that 
responsible use of our physical, intel- 
lectual and material talents is neces- 


sary and important in _ spiritual 
development — both as cause and 
effect. 


God promised prosperity to just 
men in the Old Testament prophecies 
and did not — apparently — flinch 
from use of the word “wealth.” The 
story of stewardship in the New Tes- 
tament concerns money and the 
accounting of its expenditure before 
God. 


TO TITHE, to return a percentage 
of what we own for the use of the 
Church, is not only biblical in spirit 
but part of the Christian way of life, 
the Christian vocation. 


It is integral to the responsibility of 
the individual for the community, a 
responsibility which extends beyond 
the immediate circle to the needs of

responsibility, it has become fashion- 
able for many to espouse the estab- 
lishment of small groups or com- 
munes in which to act out their own 
interpretation of community. 


SURELY THE BROAD ‘view, the 
fundamental view of Christian com- 
munity must reveal the interdepen- 
dence of all members of the body of 
Christ, and our inescapable obliga- 
tion to provide for the needs of all 
others, materially as well as spiritu- 
ally. 


Sometimes well- -meaning but some- 
what arrogant laborers. in the field of 
service are inclined to sneer at those 
who “salve their consciences with a 
check.” Why? Is the fruit of labor less 
worthy than the labor itself? 


There is no way in our present sys- 
tem of operation for any work, how- 
ever charitable, to function without 
the tool of barter and exchange — 
without money.

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Open letter — Dear Phil: What about those vows? 


Father Philip Berrigan 
Somewhere, U.S. A. 


Dear Phil: 


IN THE WAKE of a baseball scandal some 
years ago, the sentiments of many were 
reflected in a boy’s plea: “Say it ain’t true, 
Joe!” 


Within the past week, via TV and wire 
releases, we have learned that you and Sister 
McAlister have been married — formally. We 
are not children, but we wish that we could 
say: “It ain’t true.” 


Your recent action left some people smug 
and others (hopefully) disappointed and — yes, 

_ hurt. 
I, FOR ONE, admired your principles, your 
dedication and your concern for social justice. 
I also admit that I questioned your methods — 


but at least you were trying to do something, 


which is more than can be said for a lot of us 
who rush up to the Communion railing and 
then trample upon our neighbor. 


Your life, as I see it, is dedicated to the 
happy union between faith and good works. 
You courageously carried the cross of Christ 
and manfully bore the implications of your 
baptism. 

But in baseball terminology you have thrown 
us a close curve. We jump. We become indig- 
nant. And then, usually, we forget. 


SO BEFORE we retire to the safety of the dug- 
out, I for one want to articulate my feelings 
about your marriage. It is of course true that 
a man should not be condemned for one par- 
ticular course of action; after all, many priests 
and nuns — as well as a couple of bishops — 
have legally or illegally chosen to marry. 


The thing is: I feel there is a principle at 
stake here. Let me explain: 


In recent yéars there has been a great deal 
of discussion about the relationship between 
the priesthood and the celibate state. As you 
know, practically every theologian readily con- 
cedes that celibacy is not an essential condi: 
tion for ordination. Indeed, the law could be 
changed tomorrow (much to the consternation 
of conservative Catholics). 

FOR YOU AND ME, however, this remains 


a theoretical issue. We freely joined a religi- 
ous Order (congregation) and pronounced our 


vows of poverty, chastity and obedience inde- 
pendently of the future decision to accept Holy 
Orders. Our primary thrust was toward com- 
munity life, a particular mission and a specific 
spirituality. (That is why the celibacy-debate 
really does not affect us). 


At the time of our profession of vows it was 
true that we were not in a position to fully 
understand the sacrifices entailed, Indeed, I 
still recall the reflection of Paul Simon some 
years ago in his book, The Human Element in 
the Church of Christ, where he observed that 
no young man or woman at the age of 27 or 28 
can foresee what the vow of chastity implies 
— but God will provide. And just recently I 
read in Sacramentum Mundi the thought: 


“Celibacy is probably not one of the char- 
isms which is either there or not, but one of 
those which may also be striven for, according 
to the counsel of the Apostle Paul.” 


IF A RELIGIOUS and/or priest comes to the 
prayerful realization that celibacy is not for 
him (her), the necessary imperative in consci- 
ence is to seek a dispensation. What is deplor- 
able is for this person to lead a double life; 
in common language we call it “cheating.” 


Is this the case with you, Father? All I know 
is what I read from the NC wire service: 


“The marriage, the couple disclosed, had 
three stages. First, there was the ‘mutual con- 
sent’ marriage of 1969, followed by a ‘for- 
malized’ marriage at the Danbury, Conn. 
federal prison in Jan. 1972. And on Memorial 
Day, May 28, after having taken out a marriage 
certificate in Montclair, N. J., the couple was 
married, reportedly at Sister McAlister’s 
Montclair home. 


“PAUL MAYER, a former Benedictine priest 
who is now married, performed the ceremony, 
without the traditional Catholic wedding text.” 


We are also informed that neither you nor 
sister sought a dispensation because “celibacy 
is not the issue, responsible freedom is...” 


I agree completely with you: responsible 
freedom is truly the issue. 


OR, TO PUT IT another way: “responsible 
responding.” It seems clear that you and Sister 
McAlister have responded to each other for 
four years. In the meantime, what happened 
in pectore to your vows? Are vows public or 
private? By the same token, is marriage public 
or private? You can’t have it according to your 
own whims. It comes down to this: do the State 
and the Church and your community have any 
authority over oaths and. marriages? Or must 
perennial legislation yield to a “do my own 
thing” philosophy? You and sister made cer- 
tain commitments to visible organizations. Is 
this type of “contract” entirely onesided with- 
out regard to the other party? 


These unanswered questions have created a 
tremendous credibility gap for your followers 
(and you had many, not just the ones you per- 
sonally know): if for four years you were not 
overtly honest, don’t you think that your credi- 
bility has been severely weakened? 


But something else has been weakened: your

With those words, a 
Josephite superior an- 
nounced that anti-war ac- 
tivist Father Philip Berri- 
gan was no longer a mem- 
ber of the order after it was 
revealed that the priest and 
the former Sister Elizabeth 
McAllister had been mar- 
ried. 


The couple, whose names 
were constantly linked over 
the past four years because 
of their anti-war activities,

public platform. I know from personal experi- 
ence that a number of the clergy have aban- 
doned the “institutional” Church because it 
changes so slowly and they feel they have only 
one short life to lead. So they opted, legally 
or illegally, to strike out on their own to change 
the world. - 


WHERE ARE THEY now? The very ones who 
sought social reform? They ignored the 
sociological fact that many changes can be 
effected only by group activity, group organiza- 
tion. Those former (or inactive) priests, sisters 
and bishops: what impact are they having — 
and can they have — on society today? 
“Where,” indeed, “have all the flowers gone?” 


Where have you gone? To form, so we read, 
a commune for peaceful activists. Good grief! 
Thoreau tried that years ago. In our day we 
have seen hippies and the Flower Children 
and the Jesus Freaks.travelling the same route 
with bumper-stickers. And where are they 
now? 


Well, Phil, please be assured that I am not 
attacking — rather, I am questioning and seek- 
ing to understand. I confess that I am most dis- 
appointed in your present course of action. 


I THINK THAT you have disillusioned many 
who were your followers. I think that you had 
a lot to offer as a prophet. 


But I think that you blew it. 


Several years ago Mama Cass sang: “Make 
your own kind of music!” In terms of music I 
pray that dissonance may resolve into conso- 
nance.

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’ Father Daniel S. Hamil- 
ton is to the Long Island 
Catholic what Father 
Warren Rouse is to the 
Southern Cross. He 
answers readers’ queries 
on pertinent matters. 
Recently he dealt with a 
questioner who  com- 
plained about charging for 
sacraments, as he called it. 


Q. — In preparing our 
children for confirmation, 
the sisters emphasize — and 
rightly so that they should- 
nt be concerned about 
mercenary matters, what 
gifts they'll get, the new 
clothes they’ll wear. And it’s 
truly wonderful and inspir- 
ing that now each child can 
have his own _ individual 
sponsor — his parent, a god- 
parent, an adult he admires. 
But only at $5 a head! 


Who gets this - money, 
where does it go, and why 
should the Church be charg- 
ing for this service anyway? 
Please ‘don’t cop out by say- 
ing “if there are financial 
difficulties the family 
should discuss it privately 
with the pastor.” That isn’t 
the question. 


The question is: Why does 
the Church charge money 
for the sacrament. While you 
are at it, you might also dis- 
cuss why the going price on 
the marriage sacrament is 
$75. (Darn good pay for’an 
hour’s work, especially for a 
bachelor!). It must make 
many a young couple wonder 
if it wouldn’t be easier on 
their skimpy budget to shack 
up without “benefit of 
clergy.” 

Perhaps there are verbal 
gymnastics that can explain 
this away, but it must cer- 
tainly violate the spirit of the 
sacrament. How do priests 
themselves feel about taking 
money under these circum- 
stances? 


A. — The first thing to be 
made clear is that the 
money you refer to does not 
go to the priest who, inci- 
dentally, is a celibate man, 
not .a bachelor. There is a 
difference. In parishes a 
customary small offering is 
associated with confirma- 
tion when given to (usually) 
large groups of children. 
This offering covers renting 
confirmation gowns, the 
offering to the confirming 


bishop, printing of mis- 
salettes, and other inciden- 
tal expenses. 


You are entitled to your 
own opinion that no offer- 
ing (however small) should 
even be suggested on this 
occasion; and you may work 
for the acceptance of this 
idea in your parish. If you 
feel very strongly, ask that 
the subject be discussed 
with the parish council. 


But, also, consider the 
views of those who hold a 
different opinion. Should 
not individual families, if 
able, assume their fair and 
modest share of the 
expenses? Children whose 
parents do not give the 
offering are never 
excluded. In no sense is 
there a charge for the sacra- 
ment. The parish or its St. 
Vincent de Paul Confer- 
ence regularly assumes the 
cost of confirmation gowns, 
first Communion suits or 


‘dresses and, at times, bur- 


ial expenses when those 
concerned do not have the 
means. 


Pastors are painfully 
aware that only a relatively 


small percentage of their 
parishioners are regular 
contributors to the parish. 
On the occasions of bap- 
tism, first Communion, con- 
firmation, marriage, and 
burial, some families make 
what might be called their 
rare appearances in 
church. Is it unreasonable 
that they should’ be 
requested to help to defray 
the incidental costs of ser- 
vices arranged particularly 
for their benefit? 


Weddings are a special 
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“*)* Does the Church charge money for sacraments? 


case in point. Each parish 
generally has a set offering. 
In the overwhelming major- 
ity of cases, this offering 
represents only a very tiny 
portion of the total wedding 
expenses (consider invita- 
tions, clothes, reception 
and so forth). 


This offering pays the 
organist and singer (who do 
not serve the parish for 
free), takes into account the 
services of sexton and sac- 
ristan, and so forth. In the 
case of a Nuptial Mass, a 
very small part of the offer-

ing goes to the priest as the 
Mass offering. Whatever ‘is 
left over goes, by long- 
standing custom, toward 
the expenses of the parish 
house or rectory. 


You are still entitled to 
your opinion. But could you 
not express it more temper- 


ately with some. real 
appreciation for the 
expenses involved in 


operating your parish — 
yes, even for confirmations 
and weddings? If you have 
a better plan, suggest it to 
your pastor.

Laymen serve on diocesan | 
budget screening committee

FOR THE FIRST time in 
the history of the Diocese of 
San Diego, there is a spe- 
cial committee set up by the 
bishop to examine depart- 
mental budgets. 

In addition, this commit- 
tee made another “first” by 
being composed of both 
priests and laymen. The 
priests represented the 
materialities committee of 
the Priests’ Senate, and the 
four laymen were 
appointed for their know- 
ledge of business and 
accounting. 

They are: John Boyce, 
vice-president of Lomas 
Santa Fe, Solana Beach; I. 
J. Gabriel, businessman, 
San Bernardino; James 
Haskins, physicist at 
General Dynamics, San 
Diego; and Leo White, with 
Merrill, Lynch _ stock- 
brokers, La Jolla. 


PRIESTS ON the budget 
committee are: Msgr. Wil- 
liam Cooney, Msgr. Donald 
Doxie, Msgr. Luis Balderas, 
Father Jerry Sims 
(chairman, materialities 
committee), Father Robert 
Erickson and Father 
Ronald Buchmiller. 


The lay members told 
Southern Cross, in an inter- 
view, that they were 
impressed by the complex- 
ity and magnitude of the 
diocesan operation. 


“The average lay person 
does not appreciate this 
complexity and the wide 
variety of.operations,” said 
Boyce. “After listening to 
the various heads of dioce- 
san departments, the obvi- 
ous need is to formalize 
operating procedures, both 
regarding accounting but in 
general business and per- 
sonnel matters to ensure 
equity and ease of opera- 
tion.” 


HASKINS ALSO com- 
mented on the “enormity of 
the problem.” He said the 
committee had _ noticed 
some departments where 
budgeting might have been 
improved, particularly with 
regard to flow of funds. 
“But I think we all realize 
the truly enormous job of 
running a diocese,” 


San Bernardino indus- 
trialist, Gabriel said that he 
agreed with the others, and 
would recommend in future 
that budgets be shown on a 
comparative year to year 
basis. It had been difficult 
for the lay members to 
appreciate all facets during 
the investigation. 


Stockbroker White said 
there is a great need for an 
educational program in 
business and financial 
methods... “This education 
should be started in the 
seminary and courses in 
money matters should be 
included. There are com-

leaving diocese

TWO Dominican priests 
and two brothers who have 
been working in the diocese 
have been transferred by 
their superiors.

plex problems in running a 
diocese and a parish, and 
priests generally are ill- 
prepared for it. 


“IT IS NOT that they do 
not have the intelligence, it 
is just that they have not 
had the opportunity to train 
for situations like this.” 


Haskins said that com- 
municating the financial 
news is very important. The 
situation is more complex 
than most people imagine, 
and this increases the need 
for a greater communica- 
tion of what is involved so 
that people understand. 


He said that if there was 
“six times the money avail- 
able it could still be used 
fruitfully, without qualms.” 


LONGER RANGE plann- 
ing was mentioned by 
several of the lay members 
as a future need. “The dio- 
cese has to operate more 
and more like large corpo- 
rations do,” said Boyce. 
“You need long range 
planning for at least from 
three to five years ahead, 
instead of the annual basis 
now used.” 


Gabriel said he felt there 
was also a need for a con- 
troller to coordinate all 
accounting in relation to 


diocesan and parish 
accounting. : 

On the question of : 
whether those who support 
diocesan operations 


through their contributions 
to Chureh funding get 
“value for money,” Boyce 
said the diocese operates 
on avery low overhead cost 
for its size. 


AMONG NEEDS which 
the committee felt were 
comparatively urgent are a 
five-year plan, particularly 
for schools, and some 
uniformity regarding staff 
recruitment and_ salary 
structures. :
